ON WAY TO BE DEPORTED 


Communist Removed From Prison by 
Immigration Officers Who Re- 
fuse to Notify Her Lawyer.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 2.—Molly 
Steimer, 24-year-old anarchist and 
communist, who has been in the Mis- 
souri penitentiary since May, 1920, 
undet a sentence of 15 years for con- 
spiring to publish eeditious utter- 
ances and whose deportation was or- 
dered some time ago, was removed 
from the prison yesterday afternoon 
by Federal immigration officers from 
the St. Louis office. She was taken 
to St. Louis, whence it is expected 
she will be taken to New York, there 
to embark for Russia. 

Prison authorities said that depar- 
ture of Miss Steimer was without in- 
cident except that she displayed 
some impatience at their refusal to 
send a telegram to her attorney, 
Harry Weinberger, in New York, no- 
tifying him at what hour and on 
what train she would reach New 
York.

Boy Dismissed From Stand

16 or 17 Shots—Police

Confronted by the usual stone wall 
of secrecy and silence whic pro- 
tects gangsters, the pnolice, in their 
effort to fix responsibility for the 
murder Monday night of William T. 
Egan, Democratic City Committee- 
man, in front of his sAloon at 1400 
Franklin avenue, have issued a gen- 
eral order for the arrest for ques- 
tioning of four men listed on the 
police records as ex-convicts and 


gangsters. They are John (Pudgy) 
Dunn, Max Greenberg, Dave Cree- 


ley and Harry Grieser. 

John (Pudgy) Dunn is a brother 
of Harry (Cherries) Dunn, who was 
shot and killed in a gang feud at 
the Typo-Press Club in an alley near 
Seventh and Pine streets, Sept 
19, 1916. After this shooting it was 
reported that Egan was in or near 
the club when it occurred and~that 
“Pudgy’ Dunn had sworn ven- 
geance against those responsible for 
his brother's death. Policemen who 
recall] the “Cherries’’ Dunn shooting 
say “Pudgy” Dunn did not accuse 
Egan of the killing, but thought that 
Egan, through his influence with 
gangsters, could have prevented it, 


Recently Released From Prison, 


After the killing of his brother 
“Pudgy”’ Dunn was sent to the pen- 
itentidry in Illinois on a murder 
charge. He was released several 
months ago and St. Louis detectives 
say they saw him in St. Louis about 
two weeks ago. 

Max Greenberg is wanted for 
questioning by the police, on the the- 
ory that the Egan shooting may have 
had some connection with the mur- 
der of John P. Sweeney, lawyer and

and Chestnut streets the night of 
March 11 last. In this’ shooting 
Greenberg was wounded. Egan was 
arrested after this killing and was 
taken to a hospital, where Green- 
berg did not identify him as having 
been at the scene of the shooting. 
Egan then was released. 

Dave Creeley, was included in the 
arrest order because he is kndwn to 
have participated .fn several gang 
feuds and Grieser’s arrest was or- 
dered because he is known to have 
been a close friend of ‘“Pudgy’”’ 
Dunn. 

16 Men Taken in Roundup. 

Lieut. Walton of the . homicide 
squad yesterday visited a chicken 
farm at Oakville, St.. Louis County, 
where Creeley is said to have lived 
for several*months. « caretaker said 
Creeley had not been there in the 
last few weeks. Lieut. Walton found 
four Italians dining there. They said 
they stopped there because their 
automobile had broken down. They 
are held for further investigation. 

In a general roundup yesterday 
the police arrested 16 men, all of 
whom were released on bond after 
they denied knowledge of the Egan 
murder. 

A verdict of homicide was re- 
turned at the Coroner’s inquest to- 
day. The testimony threw no new

DELEGATES IN CAPITAL 


Reach Washington With Their 
Technical and Advisory Staffs 
to Prepare for Conference.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Assem- 
bling of the men who will sit with 
commissions from their Govern- 
ments to attempt the formulation of 
an international agreement on lim- 
itation of armament began last night 
when three of Italy's delegates 
reached Washington in answer tuo 
President Harding’s invitation to 
the coming conference. They were 
the first to arrive of the author- 
ized delegates of the four Powers in- 
vited to participate in the arms con- 
ference and were headed by Senator 
Carlo Schanzer, former Minister of 
the Treasury and president of the 
group. 

At the same time the first creden- 
tialed delegates to the discussion of 
Pacific and Far Eastern problems 
also arrived, coming from New York 
on the same special train with the 
Italian delegates. They were: Dr. 
Wellington Koo, Chinese Minister to 
Great Britain and former Minister 
to the United States. and Dr. Chung- 
hui Wang, Chief Justice of the Chi- 
nese Supreme Court. 

The other two Italian delegates 
were Senator Albertini and Vittorio 
Rolandi Ricci, Italian Ambassador 
to the United States. 

Accompanying the two groups of 
delegates were several of their tech- 
nical and advisory staffs, and on the 
same train were some of the Bel- 
gian and British technical advisers 

Owing to the lateness of the ar- 
rival, the usual ceremonies of recep- 
tion were dispensed with. The visi- 
tors reached Washington just before 
midnight and were greeted by State 
Department officials and officers of 
the army and navy, who accompa- 
nied them to the hotels provided for 
their accommodation. 

A round of ceremonial visits will 
occupy the various delegates today.

No reports, however, havc 
come as to conditions in the 16 
states into which messages were 
gent last night by the union chiefs, 
edvising that discontinuance by op- 
erators of the “check-off" as pre- 
scribed by Judge Andersons injunc- 


tion, was to be treated as breaking 


the existing wage agreement. 
“Discontinuance of the “‘check-off” 
system was provided for in a teni- 
porary injunction issued by Federal 
Judge A. B. Anderson here Monday. 
Unions to Contest Orders. 
Counsel for the operators and the 


“union are scheduled to appear be- 


fore Judge Anderson today to ask 
"for an appeal from his decision to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals at Chi- 
cago. Union officials have an- 
nounced they would contest not only 
the order against the ‘“check-off, ’ 
but ‘also the provision of the injunc- 
tion prohibiting all efforts to union- 
izé the Williamson coal field of West 
Virginia. 

‘Counsel forthe Borderland Coal 
Corporation, which obtained the in- 
junction, also are to appear in cour:

might result from any acts under the 
injunction in case of a reversal cf 
Judge Anderson's decision. The o1- 
cer will become effective as soon as 
bond is filed by the Borderland Cor- 
poration.

Judge’s View of Evidence. 


The evidence ir the Borderland 
case showed, the Judge declared, 
that ammunition and arms had been 
purchased by members of the Mine 
Workers’ Union, and used to carry 
on its sht to unlonize West Vir- 
ginia fields. J] » said the union min- 
ers had asked for an extension of 
80 da.s * which to 1 an answer, 
and that he asked for the status 
quo in the meantime in the interest 
of investigation, but that President 
John L. Lewis of the miners refused 
to desist from efforts to unionize 
the miners of West Virginia, thus 
creating an emergency demanding 
the temporary writ. 

The order was issued in the case 
of the Borderland Coal Corporation 
of West Virginia, which had charged 
the union and the central field oper- 
ators with conspiracy to throttle the 
West Virginia nonunion mines. The 
central Competitive field includes In- 
diana, Illinois, Ohio, West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania, and in granting 
the injunction Judge Anderson

Judge Anderson's Decree.

President ‘Harding's far-seeing *ini- 
tiative, and, rers®nally, I am not 
prepared even to contemplate the 
possibilities of failure. To do so 
would be to assume that the world 
was afflicted with an incurable in- 
sanity and could not be restrained 
from suicide. 

Mankind’s Greatest Need. 

“The greatest needs of mankin1 
today, and for the future, are peace 
and that relief from burdens of war» 
which peace ought to bring.

Financial Position of Belfast 
Might Make Understanding 
in Ireland Advisable. 


relative to peace in Ireland have 
progressed to a point which miakes 
necessary the presence in London of 
Sir James Craig, the Premier of 
Ulster, it was declared here this 
morning. Folitical correspondents of 
London newspapers today centered 
their attention upon the Ulster ques- 
tion, and speculated whether Sir 
James would soon join in the conver- 
sations going forward here, 


“Tt would appear that the day 
when Ulster must be associated with 
the Sinn Fein in the negotiations is 
near at hand,” declared the pariia- 
mentary correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, “but the manner and 
time of Sir James Craig’s coming are 
among the obscurities of the situa- 
tion.” 

The Daily Mafl asserted there 
would be little surprise if Sir James 
should be invited soon to join in the 
Irish conference, and other news- 
papers treated such an event as a 
probability. A Dublin dispatch to 
the Daily Mafl stated thet the many 
people there were more sanguine 
than might be expected over the 
Ulster situation. It said prominent

MEASURE TO LIQUIDATE STATE | 
BANK OF NORTH DAKOTA BEATEN 


Three Proposed Constitutional 
Amendments, Indorsed by Non- 
partisans, Also Defeated.

FARGO, N. D., Nov. 2.—While 
opponents of the Nonpartisan 
League in North Dakota succeeded 
in ousting three League-indorsed 
State officials in last Friday's recall 
election, they failed in their efforts 
to pass an initiated law providing 
for liquidation of the State Bank of 
North Dakota.

Why Conference Was Called. 
President Harding told the Ameri- 
can people as soon as he took office 
that he wanted to put America’s 
house in order first before tackling 
questions of foreign policy.
